B. Allen, said to be the founder and 
superintendent of a girl's school *t 
Sabot, Va., was arrested at his Holly- 
wood home yesterday on an indict- 
ment charging him vritli violation of 
the Mann Act in transporting one of 
his 57 adopted daughters from Sabot 
to Pittsburgh. Department of Justice 
agents who arrested Dr. Allen also 
took into custody a woman who said 
she was his housekeeper and two 
younger women who said they were 
his adopted daughters. According: to 
Federal officials Dr. Allen founded "a 
school for girls in North Carolina 14 
years ago and later moved the insti- 
tution to Sabot, legally adopting the 
girls in his care. When indicted, the 
officials allege, Allen fled West and 
his wilfe left for New York with sev- 
en of the girls. Dr. Allen declared 
the indictments were the result of: 
spite work and said he was willing 
to return to the

LACK OF FINANCIAL EDUCATION 


IS HURTING WALL STREET

N 


EW YORK. July 31.—What is the 


matter with Wall Street? • 
"Lack of financial education." says 


Clarence W. Barren, leading publish- 
er of financial newspapers in America. 


Public ignorance capitalized by a 


handful of crooks Is responsible, Mr. 
Barren says, for the series of Wall 
Street disasters that have recently 
cost investors millions', sent scores of 
firms In 
bankruptcy, caused legal 


crusades against bucket shops, and 
put several spectacular operators In 
jail."People who fall t.o ge£ information 
about investments must lose their 
money," he. added. "They're to blame 
—not Wall Street." 
Mr. Barron is an International au- 


thority COT finance, author of books on 
world economic problems, and heafl, 
of the Wall Street Journal. Bosto&t. 
News Bureau, Philadelphia News Bu-' 
reau, and Barren's Weekly. 
"Finance Is a new thing to millions 


of people who have now for the first 
time money to Invest," he said. "Be- 
fore the war only a few hundred 
thousand people were interested jr. 
cated more than 2,500.000 people to 
be government bondholders. But the 
war did not educate them any further 
concerning investments. 
"Thousands 
of new 
bondholders 


then became buyers of miscellaneous 
bonds and shares, and really believed 
themselves to be mem of finance: yet 
not one per cent, could tell you the 
difference between Standard Oil and 
the thousands of oil prospects quoted 
by promoters. 
"They have no means of knowing 


or classifying promoters from real 
brokers. Curb men from New York 
Exchange men. 
To their minds all 


stocks are 
manufactured in Wall 
Street. They are mow getting an ex- 
pensive education." 
Mr. Barron believes Wall Street and

Pancho "Villa died with his boots on 


In Mexico yesterday. 
Death came to 


him in Just the same way that he 
visited death on his foes during the 
height of his hectic career, by treach- 
erous device. 
Early reports of the 


manner of his death were that his 
own secretary, Miguel Trillo had shot 
him dead without warn'ng, but later 
advices indicate that Trillo did not 
slay the former bandit chief but that 
the Villa party ridiig in an automo- 
bile were ambushed and fell under a 
volley fired from a. farm house which 
they were passing- 
Despite the fact 


that Villa, a few jears ago was 
"bought off" and went into rural se- 
clusion 
under 
the 
terms 
of an 


amnesty which brought peace tempo- 
rarily to Mexico, he had been alwajs 
regarded with suspicion and was a 
potential trouble breeder 


His peace -with Obregon was a dan- 


~*~ gerous peace, one recognized as be- 
~ 'ing fraught with the danger of sud- 


den war according to changing- polit- 
ical fortunes in the trouble-torn re- 
public. Villa ho-never, kept his word 
and remained pacific though there is 
In the manner of his death the dis- 
tinct innuendo that political storm 
clouds were gathering and that his 
assassination was the result of politi- 
cal intrigue. Admired by his former 
companions in arms -who were little 
more than freeoooters. reprisals were 
swiftly taken yesterday after -nord 
of Villa's death became known and 
reports of casualties in a sudden out- 
burst of fighting ha\e been received 
"What the result of Villa's extermina- 
tion will be is problematical. His ad- 
herents are numerous but whether 
there is anyone with the same un- 
usual qualities of leadership who can 
control the Villistas and make them 
a power to be reckoned with remains 
to be seen 


Mexico has afforded many colorful 


leaders but few of them have risen 
to the heights that Villa did «Ie 
waged war with more or less success 
against all of the Mexican presidents 
from the days of Diaz, gathering fol- 
lowers as his fame for fearless enter- 
prises became more ana more known.

By patient stalking, he 


finally found her nest 
He carried 


away her young ones, took them 
home and fattened them 
Late in 


the year he drove his flock to the 
village and sold them 
The money? 


He put it in the bank, of course. One 
day after-ward, while digging pota- 
toes, young John D leaned on his hoe 
and began thinking 
It occurred to 


him that he had to till the soil several 
days to get as much money as his 
'turkey fund" was paying him a year 
m Interest, and for which Interest he 
didn't have to work a stroke 
John 


D 
withdrew his money from 
the 


bank and invested it in turkey hens 
After that, it was just a. matter of 
multiplication. 


From his turkey venture, the elder 


Rockefeller 
learned a lesson that

He could not have made 


anything like this huge amount by 
his own personal direct efforts.
